Banker Declares That the Result of 
the Decision, if Confirmed, 
Must 3B: Far-Reaching.

New York, April 13.—Jacob H. Schiff, 
of the banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., members of the Harriman sya- 
dieate, and a director of the Northern 
Securities, the Baltimore and Ohio and 
the Union Pacific railroads, in an inter- 
view on the Northern Securities case, 
said: 

“The result of the decision, if it be 
confirmed upon appeal, must necessarily 
be far reaching. The decision practically 
establishes this: 

‘That anything done which will put it 
in the power of any company to restrain 
industry and trade is illegal, even if the 
very reverse of such restraint is intend- 
ed, as has no doubt been the bonafide 
purpose of the corporators of the North- 
ern Securities Company. Thus, as a logi- 
cal consequence, the power the Pennsyl- 
vania possesses to influence Baitimofte 
and Ohio and other corporate manage- 
ments, all the power the New York Cen- 
tral possesses to direct the Lake Shore, 
Michigan Central and the Nickel Plate 
Company’s management, or the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford's in- 
fluence over the New England road, even 
if such power of influence as actually 
exercised be beneficial to the putilc, is 
illegal. 

Danger in the Situation. 

“This is the danger in the situation 
which has now been created. Not that 
I believe that the government will at 
present go any further, but as it is, 
almost any one, for the purpose of black- 
mail or sinister purposes, has it hence- 
forth in his power to open fire and harass 
most. of the large railroad and industrial 
corporatiors. 

“With all this, I do not feel particularly 
pessimistic. We shall no doubt, for 
some time find a great unwillingness to 
embark in new affairs, but that is no 
misfortune, for promotion has been car- 
ried too far and in this respect perhaps 
the Northern Securities decision may 
prove a biessing in disguise.

Bought Jewelry Business and His 
Check Was Not Honored 


B. S&S Burnett Is the Prosecutor.

On the charge of giving a bogus check, 
James J. Gatewood, well known in rail- 
road circles in the City, was arrested 
last night at the Marion hotel by De- 
tectives Campbell and Kilpatrick and 
locked up at police barracks. 

B. 8. Burnett, who runs a jewelry stand 
in the Kimball, ts the prosecutor, and he 
alleges that Gatewood bought his jewelry 
business and gave him a check which 
was not honored at the bank, 

It was on the 7th instant that the sale 
is ssid to have been made. The price, 
as reported to the detectives, was $850, 
and Gatewood is said to have given. Bur- 
nett a check for that amount on the 
Neal Loan and: Banking Company. 

According to Burnett's statement, made 
to the officers, Gatewood took charge 
of the business and made several sales. 
Monday he was informed that his check 
was thrown out of the bank, and de- 
mand was made on him for the goods 
intrusted to his care. Gatewood is sald 
to have turned over the goods on hand 
and all the money taken tn since April 7 
except about $30. 

Burnett refused to make any state- 
ment for publication. When asked why 
he had had Gatewood arrested he re- 
plied: 

“Excuse me, but I can’t talk tonight. 
See me tomorrow and maybe I will give 
you something to publish.” 

Gatewood expected to get out on bond 
and would not make a statement. He 
said he would like to give out the whole 
business, but did not wish to do so until 
he arranged his bond. 

“IT will say this, however,’ he said, ‘I 
believe Burnett is full of booze.”’ 

Gatewood stated to an officer that he 
gave the check because his lawyer was 
expected to make a deposit for him of 
$1,000. 

The charge on the state docket against 
Gatewood is ‘‘cheating and swindling.” 
His case will probably be transferred to 
the city docket and the evidence sub- 
mitted te Recorder Broyles as a com- 
mitting magistrate. 

A settlement. may be effected, howggtr, 
without the case going into the -courts,; 
and Burnett's refusal\.to make a state- 
ment may be based on this assumption.

American Discovered That Chinese of 
Kwon Tung Contemplated At- 
tacking Foreign Residents | 
and He Prepared 
for Defense. 


Washington, April 13.—Quick action and 
common sense treatment of a_ critica! 
situation by an Ameriean naval officer in 
China recently saved the foreign resi- 
dents in the province of Kwon Tung, 
along the east bank of the Canton river, 
from falling victims to a plot which. 
while directed primarily against the Man- 
churian dynasty, inevitably would have 
culminated in an attack on the foreigs 
yopulation. While this attack was avert. 
ed by the precautionary measures taken 
by Commander F. J. Drake, command- 
ing the United States ship Monterey, with 
the assistance of the English gunboats 
San Piper and Britomart, the French 
gunboat Avalanche and the German tug 
Shameen, the coalition known to have 
fomented the trouble extends to several 
provinces, and official advices received 
both at the state and navy departments 
show that reactionary measures on a 
scale far larger than is admitted either 
by foreign representatives or the Chinese 
government have been planned by ths 
rebels. 

Hearing that a force of rebels with 
Hung Chun Fuk, a native of Wai Chow, 
had planned’ an attack on the viceroy 
and Chinese officials of Canton during 
the celebrations of the Chinese New Year. 
during the night of January 28-29, Com 
mander Drake prepared to defend the 
foreign residents. An armed force of 
three thousand men had entered Canton 
surreptitiously several] days before he 
learned that news, and were hiding with 
sympathizers. As most of the foreigners 
and official representatives of the various 
nations resided in Shameen, Commande” 
Drake first completed his plan of defense 
for this section, and then to allay the ex- 
citement which prevailed he offictaily in- 
formed the consulates and Chinese offi- 
ciats of his preparations, and advised the 
commanders. of the English, Germat® and 
French gunboats of the line of action to 
be pursued in case such an attack was 
made. The foreign commanders offered 
their cooperation, and plans were pert- 
fected to meet any trouble that developed 
whether on the island or on water. 

Instead of visiting the holy temple in 
the. inner city at midnight to offer in- 
cence, the vigeroy and. officials, contrary. 
to Jong .eustom, remained in their. re- 
spective yamens securely guarded. 
Around the -viceroy’s yamen alone were 
assembled four thousand armed troops, 
By 7 o'clock the. gates to the inner city 
were closed and the streets cleared. 

Many arrests were made that night fn 
which some compradores were tmplicated 
and large amounts of stores were seized 
in houses and shops in Fong Chun and 
Fates, opposite to Shamen. Many other 
indications of the intended attack werr 
found. and the officials agreed that the 
rebels abandoned their plot only because 
of Commander Drake's discovery and his 
prompt action, and that of the other for- 
eigr. commanders in taking ample precau- 
tionary measures. Landing of an armed 
force from each of the foreign men of 
war had been agreed on by the American, 
English. German and French commanders 
at the first.evidence of attack on the 
foreign section. 


CONVICTS’ APPEAL’ IN COURT. 


They Contend That Courtmartial Sen- 
tence Was Wrong. 

St. Louis. Apri! 13.—Eight suits involy- 
ing the liberty of twenty United States 
soldiers ncw imprisoned in the Leaven- 
worth penitentiary were brought in the 
‘United States circuit court of appeals 
today. 

The contention of the soldiers is that 
the sentences of the court-martial did 
not state whether they should be im- 
prisoned at.a military pest or a peniten- 
tiary, and that their imprisonment at 
hard labor was directed. The army regu- 
lations of 1901, they allege, require that 
the sentence of the court-martial shall 
state specifically whether imprisonment 
shall be in a penitentiary or a military 
post. They say the sentence to hard 
labor is in excess of the regulations.

UNITED STATES NOT WILLING. 


Interesting Account of Effort Made 
by Great Britain and Germany. 

Washington, April 30.—An_ interesting 
account of an effort made by Great Brit- 
alin and Germany to induce the United 
States to join with them in forcing a 
settlement of foreign debts is contained 
in the forthcoming volume of foreign re- 
lations of the United States. Interest at- 
taches to this incident because of its re- 
semblance to the Venezuelan episode. The 
following note was addressed to Secretary 
Hay: 

“The council of foreign bondholders in 
London, which is seexing to make a new 
arrangement with the government of 
Guatemala respecting the foreign debt 
cf that country has suggested that the 
proposed arrangement ought to be ac- 
knowl-dged by the most interested pow- 
ers, Germany, the United States and Eng- 
land, in order to invuce the government 
of Guatemala to stick to the new ar- 
rangement. The imperial German em- 
bassy would be much obliged if it could 
be informed whether the United States 
government would be inclined to join in 
a proceeding of the above mentioned kind 
should it be adopted by the German and 
Engiish governments.” 

To this Mr. Hay replied: 

“While the government of the United 
States is indisposed to join in any col- 
lective act which might bear the aspect 
of coercive pressure upon Guatemala, 
this government would reserve for its 
citizens equal benefits with those which 
might be obtained for creditors of any 
other nationality in the adjustment of the 
Guatemalan foreign debt and the United 
Statey minister at Guatemala will be 
instructed to advise the Guatemalan gov- 
ernment of this attitude on the part of 
the United States.”’

LAWS REGULATING COAL MINES, 


Five Drastic Bills Before Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature. 

Harrisburg, Pa., April 13.—In the senate 
today five bills relating to the coal mines 
were passed finally. They now go to the 
governor. The btlls are ams follows: 
‘Providing’ for a home for old, crippled 
and helpless mine workers and. their 
wives, the same to be maintained jointly 
by the employees and employers. 

Prohibiting the employment at any 
work of persons under twenty-one years 
Of age in or about anthracite coal mines 
more than eight hours a day. 

Revising the mine inspection law and 
providing for an additional inspection 
district to be created out of Dauphin 
county. ' 

-Amending the mine laws so as to make 
the ton of 2,240 gounds the basis from 
which to calculate the earnings of min- 
ers.

Washington, April 13.—Senator Hoar 
and Governor Montague, of Virginia, for- 
mer Postmaster General Charles Emory 
Smith, of Philadelphia, and W. J, Bryan 
were the principal speakers at a dinner 
given at the Hotel Barton tonight under 
the auspices of the Thomas Jefferson 
in celebration of 
the one hundred and sixtieth anniversary 
of the birth of Thomas Jefferson, Thomas 
Nelson Page was toastmaster. The din- 
ner was not of a political character. 
Senator Hoar responded to the toast, 
“The Author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence.”’ 


Senator Hoar on Jefferson. 


He spoke in part as follows: 
“If we want a sure proof of Thomas 
Jefferson's greatness, it will be found in 
the fact that men of every variety of 
political opinion, however far asunder, 
find confirmation of their doctrine in 
him. Every party in this country today 
reckons Jefferson as its patron saint. liu 
the late discussion which rent the coun- 
try about the Philippine islands on one 
side quoted what Mr. Jefferson said in the 
Declaratior of- Independence and the 
other what they thought he did, in the 
acquisition of Louisiana. 
“The, supporter of a protective tariff 
Claims him as the highest protectionis‘ 
in our history. ‘The free trader maintains 
that the spirit of everything he said and 
everything he did teach the doctrine of 
unlimited freedom in all human conduct, 
excépt so far as may be needfy) for the 
restraint of actual crime.”’ 

Speaking of Jefferson's confidence in 
the success of the right principles, Mr. 


Hoar said: 

‘‘More than any other statesman down 
io his time—more than any other states- 
man I can think of save Lincoln alone— 
he had a steadfast and abiding faith in 
justice, righteousness and liberty as the 
prevailing and abiding forces in the con- 
duct of states, and that justice and 


any people bear rule in perfect liberty. 
Upon this doctrine as on a cerner stone, 
he laid the foundation of the republic.” 


Smith on the Louisiaria Purchase 

Charles Emory Smith responded to 
“The Louisiana Purchase,’ speaking in 
part as follows: 

“The purchase of the Louisiana terri- 
tery was by common consent the su- 
preme act of Thomas Jefferson's admin- 
istration as president. There are three 
master facts upon which his enddring 
fame chiefly rests. rst, he was the 
author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Second, he was the founder and 
leader of a party and school of political 
thought which, under various names, = 

divided thé nation from its beginning to 
the present time. Third, he made the 
Louisiana purchase. 

“The honor which belongs. to Jefferson 
is greater than that of simply having

Bryan on Religious Freedom. 

Mr. Bryan, who was the last speaker 
on the programme, addressed himself to 
“The Statute for Religious Freedom.” 

He concluded as follows. 

“To Jefferson the doctrine of free 
speech and freedom of opinion applied to 
everything because he rightly understood 
that no censorship of opinion could be 
permitted that would not be more dan- 
gerous to truth than to error. Jefferson 
recognized that the Christian religion 
rested upon love and that love is the 
very antithesis of violence and of brute 
foree. It is well to remember that the 
Declaration of Independence itself rests 
upon the same foundation which sup- 
ports our religion, namely, love, and those 
who deny the doctrine of human brother- 
hood are not apt to respect the creed 
of inallenable rights and natural equality 
embodied tn the Declaration of Indevend- 
ence and the constitution of the United 
States. 

“Jefferson was the sreatect statesman 
known to history. He helieved ,in. the 
rights of the peonle and had a heart 
large enough to take in all human kind. 
He hated tvranny, whether it manifested 
itself in religions or secular affairs. and 
applied his doctrines to all questions,”’

New.. York, April 13.—The sales of 
Stock on the New York exchange today, 
1,289,316 shares, were the second largest 
of the year, the high record to date ‘being 
1,546,080, on January 9. This is the fifth 
day thfs year that a full day's trading 
has exceeded 1,000,000 shares, the first be- 
ing on January 6, when they amounted 
to 1,156,669 sharés, the ‘second January 8, 
1,188,908 shares, the third January 9, the 
fourth 1,006,660 on March 10, and the fifth 
today. 

Shares of the. Northern Securities Com- 
pany were extremely weak on the curb 
today, selling off to 981-2, a decline of

quotations. During the early session much 
of the selling came from the stock ex- 
change houses and there seémed to be 
no’ support.

tles Company case. 

President Williams’ prominent con- 
nection with the railroad interests of 
the southeastern states and his great | 
work for the development of this sec- 
tion, give his views on this subject 
peculiar torce. What he has to say 
will be accepted as coming from a 
man who knows whereof he speaks. 
This interview, as printed in yester- 
cay’s Constitution, is distinctly opti- 
mistic in tone. Indeed, President Wil- 
liams takes the position that not only 
the country, but the railway interests 
thereof, will be greatly benefited by 
this decision. 

In the first place, he says the decision 
is founded on the common-sense and 


business view of the situation and 
that it voices the sentiments of nine- 
tenths of the best business men in 
the country. It will be approved, he 
says, by disinterested thinking men of 
all classes. 

Consolidation of railroads, it seems 
to us, is all right as long as it has for 
its object the development of great 
trunk lines or large systems of rail- 
way that tend to improve service. 
Economy of operation is also a legiti- 
mate part of such consolidation. 

But when the object aimed at is 
the acquirement. of competing lines, 
then it becomes dangerous and hurt- 
ful—and it should be declared unlaw- 
ful. 

The south has several great railway 
systems that have been built up by 
this process of legitimate consolida- 
tion, and the south has every reason 
to be proud of them. 

Each of these great systems has 
been built up, for the most part, of 
small, disconnected lines that here- 
tofore maintained mainly a local ser- 
vice. By bringing these roads togeth- 
er they have formed trunk lines, 
touching the remotest points in the 
south with the other end in the larg- 
est centers of the north, east and 
west. Through trains and quicker ser- 
vice have been put on, and within a 
comparatively few years the distance 


-between the south and the north, east 


and west has been materially cut 
down, as measured in time. 

At the same time, these systems 
have been in a better position to look 
to the development of the territory 
traversed by them; not only in the 
matter of rebuilding wornout lines 
and in constructing new ones. where 
necessary, but in advertising and 
building up the country along their 
lines. This the smaller lines could 
not do to any extent, if at all. 

So that; we repeat, the south has* 

been .greatly benefited by the devel- 
opment of the great railway systems 
that she now has. But suppose the 
effort were made to bring all of these 
systems under one management, what 
would have been the result? Compe- 
tition would have been utterly wiped 
out. That, in itself, is enough. The 
people would have been absolutely at 
the mercy-of one corporation con- 
trolling everything. This would be as 
dangerous and hurtful in the. railroad 
field as it would be in any other. 
But it would also mean that rail- 
road building and development would 
come to a standstill; for, as President 
Williams points out, such independ- 
ent roads as might desire to enter the 
field would be always at the mercy of 
the larger fish, having no assurance 
that either they or their connections 
would not be at any moment gob- 
bled up. | 

Investors would not feel safe under 
such conditions, for they could never 
know when the majority interest 
might take a notion to sell out the 
minority to the giant corporation, 
whose purpose might be to divert bus- 
iness from the newly acquired line 
and render it of secondary. import- 
ance. 

Naturally, therefore, President Wil- 
liams takes the position that the 
Northern Securities decision, by guar- 
anteeing competition and protecting 
the rights of the minority, makes it 
possible for the railroad development 
of the country to continue along safe 
and legitimate lines. Necessarily, this 
is best for all eoncerned; best for the 
people who invest their money in rail- 
road securities, and best for the coun- 
try at large. 

As President Williams says, “in- 
stead of disturbing our prosperity, it 
will establish, secure and protect the 
commercial situation. It will encour- 
age and foster legitimate extension, 
growth and expansion, and stimulate 
enterprise and industry and local ef- 
fort by guaranteeing them against 
oppression and forced absorption.” 

The country will look to the United 
States supreme court to sustain 
the circuit court of appeals in its 
position on this matter. As The Con- 
stitution stated a few days ago, no 
more important decision has been 
handed down in years.

ledgeville. He will visit every section 
of the state during the coming sum- 
mer and present to the people the 


advantages Offered by these agin.

It is easy to see that by this sort 

of active work a deeper interest in 
college training will be aroused and 
the attendance on these institutions 
greatly increased. 

Georgia is providing well for the 
education of her.sons and daughters 
and our people should not be slow to 
take advantage of the opportunities | 
offered. Our state institutions are 
among the best in the entire south, 
and it is gratifying to see that such 
active, practical efforts are 
put forward to enlarge the scope of 
their usefulness. 

Professor Stewart is well fitted for 
the important task that has been ‘as- 
signed him. Besides being a man of 
fine scholarly attainments and a thor- 
ough knowledge of educational work, 
he is full of energy, a fluent speaker 
and will, we are convinced, be able 
to greatly increase public interest in 
the institutions whose claims he is to 
present to the people this summer,

A State Board of Health. 

One of the very important matters 
to come before the Medical Assdcia- 
tion of Georgia at its annual. meeting 
in Columbus this’ week is that of se- 
curing the establishment or a state 
board of health for Georgia. 
It is likely that the association will 
adopt a plan for such a board and me- 
morialize the legislature upon the 
needs thereof. The initiative in this 
important movement has been taken, 
it seems, by Dr. Charles Hicks, of 
Dublin, president of the Medical As- 
sociation of Georgia, and himself one 
of the ablest and most prominent phy- 
sicians in the south. 
Dr. Hicks is a man of broad ideas 
and his record as a member and offi- 
cer of the state association has ever 
been along progressive lines. It will 
be a great credit to his administration 
jf he can succeed in giving the state 
of Georgia a department of health, as 
now seems certain of accomplishment. 

The needs for a_ state board of 
health can be readily perceived, and 
‘The Constitution, which has given 
some thought and study to the plans 
proposed by Dr. Hicks and his co- 
workers, does not hesitate to give this 
movement all the aid and encourage- 
ment in its power. 
In the first place, Georgia is to- 
day one of the few states without a 
state board of health, Other states 
have been more prompt to recognize 
the necessity for the adoption of gen- 
eral sanitary regulation, with results 
that have fully justified the departure, 
It seems strange, indeed, that here in: 
Georgia, one of tné most progressive 
and prosperous states of the south, 
We have so long neglected to have a 
depurtment whose duty it is to look 
after and guard the health of the 
state. 
The beneficent work of such boards 
as are confined to municipalities is 
everywhere apparent, and this in it- 
self is convincing preof that what 


‘such boards are doing for the health 


of municipalities a state board can 
do for the healtu of the state at large. 

The committee of legislation of the 
medical association, of which Dr. J. 
B. Baird, of Atlanta, is the able 
chairman, has prepared a report out- 
lining the plan upon which a. state 
board of health is to be secured and 
operated, and it is expected that the 
association, at its convention in Co- 
lumbus this week, will take formal ac- 
tion thereon and recommend to the 
legislature the passage of a law au- 
thorizing such a board and making a 
nominal appropriation therefor, to be 
derived from the professional tax on 
doctors. 

The plan as proposed is that a state 
board of health shall be secured upon 
the same plan that the state univer- 
sity and the state sanitarium manage- 
ments are constructed. The position 
of the chancellor of the university and 
the superintendent of the sanitarium, 
as relates to management in the 
board of health should be commis- 
sioner of health, who shall be the sec- 
retary of the board of health, and® 
the members of the board to act in a 
manner as do the trustees of the uni- 
versity and sanitarium. The board 
is to be composed not necessarily of 
all doctors.. 

The commissioner shall have a 
clerk, who is to be the only salaried 
officer of the board of health. The 
commissioner’s office is to be in the 
state capitol. The board fs to hold 
stated meetings at the capitol and 
special or emergency meetings else- 
where when summoned by the com- 
missioner. 

All county, town, city and trans- 
portation companies’ physicians and 
surgeons, all health resorts and pub- 
lic sanitariums shall be subject to the 
surveillance of the board of health. 
The doings of the commissioner of 
health, such as relate to science, shall 
be submitted annually to the Medical 
Association of Georgia for its approv- 
al, and a report of the action of the 
association required to accompany the 
annual report of the board of health 
to the legislature. 

It seems to be justly contended that 
a state board of health constructed 
upon such a plan, embracing all the 
features and duties within the pur- 
view of a health department, with the 
necessary powers and authority, could 
be made practical, efficient and of 
vast benefit to the state. And‘ we 
believe the next genera} assembly will 
very willingly and promptiy respond 
to this effort on the part of the Medi- 
cal Association of Georgia to protect 


the health of our -people by entovotng 
State sanitary regulations.

Capitol Cfiicials See Indications of 
Coming Struggle Which Will, 
No Doubt, Be Instituted by 
Corporations — No 
Returns Yet. 


There is every indication, state off- 
cials at the capitol think, that the large 
corporations of the state are preparing 
to engage in an extensive legal battle 
for the purpose of preventing, if possi- 
ble, the collection of a tax on franchises 
under the law passed at the last session 


of the legislature. 

While little has been sald about the 
matter by representatives of the rafi- 
roads and other corporations that are 
chiefly affected certain statements made 
and indications otherwise, point to the 
fact that the corporations are not will- 
ing to pay the increased tax that is de- 
manded of them without a test of the 
state’s power to collect it. 

Though the usual blanks for making 
returns have been in the hands of the 
corporations for two weeks, and there 
remains but about two weeks more with- 
in which these rettirns can be made, 
not a single tax return has yet been made 
to Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
by any corporation of magnitude in the 
state. Usually at this time the comp- 
troller general has séveral returns from 
large railroad companies and corpora- 
tions of other classes in hand. But this 
year the returns must include the “value 
of franchise or franchises,”” and must 
be accompanied by a statement of the 
company’s outstanding securities, their 
market value, its gross and net earnings, 
expenses and other information of this 
character which might enable the comp- 
troller general to arrive at some conclu- 
sion as to the value of the corporate 
franchise proposed to be taxed. 

None Heard From. 

Not one of the big corporations has 
been heard from so far and the’ state 
Officials are wondering what they are 
going to do. In the meantime rumors 
have réached the capitol of plans, indefi- 
nite though they be, of litigation to: pre- 
vent the collection of this franchise tax. 

The railroads and other corporations, 
it is stated, are dissatisfied with the 
plan proposed by the comptroller gen- 
eral for arriving at the value of a fran- 
chise, by deducting the. value of the phys- 
ical property from the market value.of 
all the outstanding stocks and bonds. 
They cleim that this would be an in- 
justice to them, inasmuch as other prop- 
erty, as a rule, is returned at only ® to 
60 per cent of its market value. 

Another objection made by some of the 
corporations is that their more valuable 
property is in other states, and they 
claim it would be unfair to:apportion the 
value of their franchise in Georgia in 
accordance with the amount of their 
physical property in this state. 

Many other objections, it is stated, 
have been raised against the law, all 
tending to the point that it is too se- 
vere. 

Just what proceeding the corp6rations 
will take in making their attack is as 
yet unknown. They may wait until the 
returns have all been made and then if 
the comptroller general refuses to come 
to their terms, apply for mandamus. Or 
they may ask for injunction at the prop- 
er time to prevent the collection of a 
tax on franchises. 

There ig a belief at the capitoj . that 
there will be a similarity in, the returns 
in-so far as they relate to franchises, 
which will mean some sort of concerted 


action by those interested, against the 
measure. 


BUCHANAN HEARING TODAY. 


DeKalb County Officer Will Appear 
Before Judge Lumpkin on 
Murder Charge. 

Frank Pritchett, the negro who was 
shot near Armour fertilizer works on 
March 2 by W. T. Buchanan, died yes- 
terday morning. Buchanan, who is dep- 
uty sheriff of DeKalb county, came to 
Atlanta at once and surrendered. The 
charge against him at first was assault 
with intent to murder, but since the 
death of Pritchett the charge has been 
changed to that of murder. Buchanan 
waived preliminary trial and was com- 
mitted by Judge Orr. Steps were taken 
by Smith & Wright, his attorneys, to 
Secure bail, and application was made 
before Judse Roan yesterday. Owing 
to absence of witnesses the hearing was 
continued until today. Buchanan will 
be given a hearing before Judge Lumpkin 

this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

Buchanan claims that he shot Pritchett 
in self-defense, and his plea ‘vill be jus- 
tifigble homicide. Pritchett, it seems, 
had escaped from jail in Decatur some 
time ago, where he was awaiting trial 
for some offense committed in that coun- 
ty. Since his escape the officers have 
been on the lookout for him, and on 
March 2% they came up with him and 
the shooting ensued. 

There are two versions of the shoot- 
ing. One is that Pritchett, who was a 
large negro, knocked Buchanan down 


| and was attacking him when the officer 


shot him in self-defense. The other 
is‘ that Buchanan came up to arrest 
Pritchett and on seeing the officer the 
deceased ran off and as he ran Buchanan 
shot him. ' 

One of Pritchett’s brothers is now serv- 
ing a life sentence in the state peniten- 
tiary for the killing of Marsha! Hurst, of 
Decatur, about fifteen years ago, and an- 
other brother is serving a similar sen- 
tence in the Alabama penitentiary for a 
murder committed in that state,

“I regret to inform the department «* 
the sad accident which happened on 
board the Iowa, while at taiget practice 
today at 12:30 p. m. When on her third 
shot from the port forward 12-inch gun, 
the muzzle blew off and the pieces frum 
it penetrated the three decks undericath, 
killing three men and wounding four 
others. That portion of the ship was 
thoroughly wrecked. I have sent her to 
the navy yard for temporary repairs, au 
buried the dead, and I have to recum- 
mend that she be sent norch for more 
permanent repairs. It does not appear 
that this accident was caused by the 
bursting of the shell, as some witnesses 
stated that they saw the shell strikc near 
the target. The inner tube shows 4 
fracture, but not one of the pieces in:o 
which the muggle of the gun broke up 
has the grooves indented or scored as in 
the case of a bursting shell. The gun, I 
am informed, has been fired 1:7 times 
previous to the discharge in which the 
accident occurred.”’

Fifteen years ago President Clark, of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford, 
forestalled the increase in business with 
important roads of the country by telling 
the directors’ of the corporations that the 
railroads were not increasing their facil- 
ities with the growth of the country and 
that in the course of time a great con- 
gestion of traffic would ensue and con- 
tinue, covering a long period, 

In order that his road might be pre- 
pared for the expécted growth in its 
business Mr, Clark asked for authority 
to spend a million dollars in perfecting 
the condition of the property. The direc- 
tors were slow in being convinced of the 
necessity of such large expenditures, but 
finally granted money and the work has 
been going on steadily until the road new 
has four tracks from New York.to New 
Haven, double track through to Boston, 
grade crossings eliminated, fine steel and 
stone structures replacing wooden bridges, 
and the equipment has been brought up 
to the latest ideas of efficiency. It has 
required ten yearg to complete these prep- 
arations for the increased business. For 
a time, however, owing to the panic, it 
seemed that money had been spent too 
liberally, but for the last two years the 
system has been crowded with business 
and making more money proportionately 
than any road in the country. If it had 
not been for these improvements, heavy 
rails and ample ,ballasting, it would be 
impossible to handle its business.

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THREE SIDED-FIGHT 
AMONG RELATIVES 


They Are Contesting Over Property of 
a Deceased Kinswoman. 


CASE ON BEFORE ORDINARY 


Fight Involves Estate of Late Mrs. 
Hester Ann Grubb—Case Is 
Badly Mixed — Batch of 
Other Local Court 
News. 


A hearing that involves a three-corner- 
ed and badly-mixed fight among rela- 
tives over the property of a deceased 
kinswoman was begun yesterday after- 
noon in the ordinary’s court before Judge 
John R. Wilkinson. Ihe parties are all 
waging a vigorous contest and one of the 
features of the fight is the unusual situa- 
tion of a father. and son opposing each 
other. 

The property in dispute is valued at 
$1,500 and is the estate of the late Mrs. 
Henry Ann Grubb, nee Mrs. Hester Ann 
Lawrence, nee Miss Hester Ann Boyd. 
The contest is between Thomas Lawrence, 
the adopted son of the deceased, William 
F. Lawrence, son of Thomas Lawrence. 
and several Alabama kinsmen. Mrs. 
Grubb is the grandmother of Thomas 
Lawrence, the Young Atlantan who re- 
cently killed himself in the Palace hotel, 
Cincinnati, and she died suddenly on re- 
eeiving the intelligence of his death. She 
left no written will and this fact has 


-precipitated the present controversy. 


A short time ago William F. Lawrence 
filed apslication in the ordinary's office 
for temaorary letters of administration on 
the estate of ‘‘Mrs. Hester Ann Law- 
renee,"’ and these were granted. 8S. B. 
Turman, representing the Alabama kins- 
men, afterwards also made application 
in the name of ‘‘Mrs. Hester Ann Law- 
rence.’’ Thomas Lawrence then filed a 
caveat to both applications, objecting to 
them on the ground that the name of 
the deceased is Mrs. Hester Ann Grubb, 
instead of Lawrence, it being stated that 
she had assumed her former name of 
Lawrence, although she had never heen 
legally separated from her second hus- 
band. 

Turman then filed a second application 
for administration on the estate of Mrs. 
Hester Ann Grubb. William F. Law- 
rence followed this action with a caveat, 
alleging that Mrs. Grubb had made a 
nuncupative will and asking that he be al- 
lowed to set up this will. Such Instru- 
ment is a verbal will and made by the 
testator just before death, the testator 
dying before the will can be put in writ- 
ing. Lawrence claims that under the 
terms of the alleged nuncupative will 
Mrs. Grubb left her property to him. 

The case has developed several different 
features and Jndge Wilkinson will be 
called on to unravel a very knotty prob- 
lem. The évidence of several witnesses 
was heard yesterday afternoon, at the 
conclusion of which Judge Wilkinson ad- 
journed the trial until April 24. Thomas 
Lawrence is represented by Attorney R. 
J. Jordan. William F. Lawrence is rep- 
resented by Attorney J. S. Slicer and 8. 
B. Turman is represented by Attorney 
Courtland S. Winn.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 13.—All other issues 
were obscured in today’s stock market by 
tne consideration of the decision against 
the legality of the Northern Securities 
Company. Apparently, the speculative 
community had worked itself into an 
assurance that the-~deeision might not 
Vitally affect the standing of the com- 
pany, .or at any rate that the intrinsic 
value of the constituent elements of the 
company would be unimpaired under the 
decision. As the London stock exchange 
remained closed today, the local market 
opened again without an opportunity for 
impressions from that quarter. The re- 
sult was an extremely’ feverish and un- 
settled tone in the early transactions, but 
determined support was manifest and was 
effective in checking the tirst deciine. in 
fact, some prominent stocks started up- 
ward trom the opening, This appear- 
ance of resisting power caused alarm 
amongst the bears for fear that the ef- 
fect of the decision had been exhausted 
in he sharp-selling movement of last 
Thursday. The ample time given since 
them to mature plans for tne protec- 
tion of the market and for the passing 
of the.impulsive period of alarm added 
to the timidity of the bears, and their 
operations were all on the buying side at 
first. As.soon: as the course of the 
Northern Securities Company stock in the 
curb vmarket, became Known, however, 
prices .on the exchange began to crumble, 
With the exception of short intervals due 
to occasional bear covering the rest of 
the day was given up to drastic liquida- 
tion.

Louis and San Francisco, Union Pacific, 
the railroads &vailable for the expected 
Southern Securities Company, the Anthra- 
cite Coalers and Pennsylvania and its af- 
fillated companies were traceable to the 
anxieties aroused by this decision. _North- 
ern Securities itself, which closed on 
Thursday after the publication of. the 
decision at 108 1-2, madg successive down- 
ward plunges to 94 just before the close, 
with the last price at 43-4. The course 
of this.stock neutralized all the reas- 
suring expressions which had been busily 
circulated by many important interests in 
the financial world since Thursday. It 
could not. be learned that the banks were 
making any discrimination against loans 
in which this stock is collateral. There 
Was no pressure, in fact, by the banks 
to reduce outstanding loans. and mon- 
ey on call could be had from 6 per cent 
downward throughout the day. Stock 
brokers, however, were making urgent 
calls for additional margin, and the vio- 
lent decline in prices brought calls from 
the banks for additional collateral on 
loans. There was large forced liquidation 
in consequence on every successive drop 
in prices.
